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Official transcript of the International Military 

Tribunal in the matter of: The United States of 

America, the French Republic, the United Kingdom 

of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and the 

Union of Soviet Socialist Republics against 

Hermann WilheJm Goering, et al, Defendants, 

sitting at Nurnberg, Germany, on 12 December 1945, 

J.000-1230, Lord Justice Lawrence presiding. 

The Tribunal will adjourn this morning at 

12:30 for a closed session and sit again at 2:00 o'clock. 

UR. DODD: lay it please the Tribunal, I should like to report 
to the Tribunal this morning with reference to the questions which 
arose yesterday afternoon concerning three documents. 

After adjournment we found that Document 2220-PS was in the 
defendants' information center in photostatic form, and that the 
two other documents, being respectively the two entries from the 
Frank diary, were also there but in a different form. The Frank 
diary consists of some l:0-odd volumes we of course were not able to 
photostat, so we had placed instead in the defendants! room the 
excerpts. As a matter of fact, we had placed the entire document 
book there, 

DR. ALFRED SEIDL: (Counsel for Defendant Frank): Yesterday 
the prosecution shoved documents concerning the Defendant Frank, 
Numbers 2233-PS-A and 2233-PS-B, USA 1735 USA 17h. These are not 
ordinary documents, but excerpts from the diary of Frank, Six weeks 


ago in writing I made the motion to have this diary, which consists of 


42 heavy, thick volumes, submitted to mee I first made this request 


on the 2nd of December, The second time--pardon me, that was the 2nd 
of November} the 16th of November for the second time; the third time 
on the 18th; and for the fourth time I requested it on the 3rd of 
December, 

Up to now I have not, I am sorry to say, received this diary, and 
I would like to ask the Court that this diary be submitted to me 3 
because a piece of evidence is involved which Frank, the defendant, 


when he was arrested gave to the officers who were arresting hin, 
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and this material is to serve in his favore 

I am not in a position in a few days to work over this wealth 
of material, and I would like to ask the Court that this diary be put 
at my disposal as soon as possible, 

In this connection I would like to call the attention of the Court 
to another point. The Court has already granted that the four 
addresses or speeches which Frank made in Germany in 1942, and which 
led to his dismissal by Hitler from his offices, chiefly in the Party, 
and I'd like to have this material put at my disposal for evidence 
through the General Secretary of the Courte This was dons, or I was 
notified of this, on the lth of December, but up to this day I have 
not received copies of these speeches, I would be very grateful if 

Court would attend to this matter, that the official wishes of 
Court would be carricd out, and that these documents would be 
into my hands, 

THE PRESIDENT: The Tribunal will look into these matters with 
the General Secretary of the Tribunal, and doubtless it will be able to 
arrange that you should have these documents submitted to you in the 
defendants' counsel information center, 

DR. SEIDL: Thank you, 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes, Mr. Dodd, 

MR. DODD: May I refer briefly to the discussion that we were 
engaged in yesterday in order to take up the train of thought. 

I wish to remind the Tribunal that we were discussing or had just 
completed a discussion of Document I-61, which had to do with a letter 
written by the Defendant Sauckel to the Presidents of the "Landes" 
Enployment Offices. I had read two excerpts from that letter, 

Referring to the letter, we say that the Nazi campaign of force 
and terror and abduction was described in another letter to the 
Defendant Frank, which we wish to refer to as Document Number 1526-PS, 


THE PRESIDENT: ` Before you pass from that, Nr, Dodd, has cither 
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the original or the photostatic copy been shown to Sauckel's Counsel? 

MR. DODD: Oh, yes, sir. A photostatic copy was in the 
defendants! counsel information room, and after adjournment yesterday 
we got the original and handed it to him here in this roon. 

THE PRESIDENT: And he saw it? 

MR. DODD: Yes, sir, 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well, 

MR, DODD: This document, Number 1526-PS, USA Exhibit 178, is 
a letter written by the Chairman of the Ukrainian lain Comittee, at 
Cracow, in February 1943, and I wish to read from the third page of 
the English text, beginning with the second paragraph, The same 
passage appears in the German text at Page 2, Paragraph 5. I quote: 

"The general nervousness is still more enhanced by the wrong 
methods of finding labor which have been used more and more f requently 
in recent months. 

"The wild and piion man=hunt as exercised everywhere in towns 
and country, in streets, squares, stations, cvon in churches, at night 
in houses, has badly shaken the fecling of security of the inhabitants, 
Everybody is exposed to the danger, to be seized anywhere and at any 


time by members of the police, 
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suddenly and unexpectedly, and to be brought into an assembly camp. None of 
his relatives knows whet has happened to him, only months lster one or the other 
gives news of his fate by 2 postcard." 

I wish to turn in this same document to enclosure 5 on Page 8 of this 
document, which I quote: 

"In Novaaber of last year an inspection of 211 males of the age groups 
1910 to 1920 was ordered in the aren of Zaleschozyki (district of Czortkow). 
ifter the men had appeared for inspection, 211 those who were chosen were 
arrested at once, loaded into trains and sent to the Reich, Such recruiting 
of laborers for the Reich also took place in other sreas of this district, 
Following some interventions the action was then stopped," 

The resistance of the Polish people to this enslavement program and the 
necessity for increased force were described by Defendant Sauckel's deputy, 
one Timm, at a meeting of the Central Planning Board, which was, by the way, 
Hitler's war-time planning agency, It was made up of the Defend-nt Speer, 
Field Marshal Liilch and State Secretary Koerner. The Central Planning Board 
was the highest level economic planning agency, exercising production con- 
trols by allocating raw materials nnd labor to industrial users. 

Now, Document R-124, US.. Exhibit No. 179. This docurent consists of 
excerpts from minutes of the mectings of this Central Planning Board, and 
minutes of conference between the Defendant Speer and Hitler, Only the 
excerpts, of course, from these minutes upon which we rely are being offered 
in evidence, I would say to the Tribunal, however, that the balance of the 
minutes are available, can be made available if the Tribunal so desires, 

This deputy of Sauckel, his nome being Timm, made a statement at the 
36th Conference of the Central Planning Board, 2nd it appears on Page l4, 
Paragraph 2, of the English text of Document R-124, and on Page 10, Paragraph 
2, of the German text: 

"Especially in Poland the situntion at the moment is extroordinarily 
serious, It is well known that vehement battles occurred just becnuse of these 
actions, The resistance against the administration established by us is very 
strong. Quite a number of our men have been exposed to increased dangers, 


and it was just in the last two or three weeks that some of them were shot 
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dead, ¢.g., the Head of the Labor Office of Warsaw who was shot in his 
office, and yesterday another man again, This is how matters stand pres- 
ently, and the recruiting itscif, even if done with the best will, remains 
extreucly difficuit unless police reinforcements are at hand." 

Deportation and enslavement of civilicns reached unprecedented levels 
in the so-cnlled Occupied Eastern Territories, These wholescle deportations 
resulted directly from labor demands made by the Defendant Sauckel on the 
Defendant Rosenberg, who was the Reiċhsministor for tne Occupied Eastern 
Territories, and his subordinates, and also on the Armed Forces demand made 
directly on the Armed Forces by the Defendant Sauckel, 

On the 5th of October 1942, far example, the Defendant Sauckel wrote 
to the Defendant Rosenberg, stating thot 2 million foreign laborers were 
required, and that the majority of these would have to be drafted from the 
recently occupied Eastern Territorics and especially from the Ukraine, 

I wish to refer at this point to Document O17-PS, which bears USA 
Exhibit Nuuber 180, This letter from the Defendant Sauckel to the Defendant 
Rosenburg I wish to quote in full, It begins by saying: 

"The Fuechrer has worked out new end most urgont plans for the armament 
which require the quick mobilization of two more million foreign labor forces, 
The Fuehrer therefore has granted mc, for the execution of my decrec of 


21 Merch 1942, new powers for my new duties, end has especially mthorized 


me to take whatever measures I think are necessary in the Reich, the Protec- 


torate, the General Gouvernement, as will as in the occupied territories, in 
order to assure at all costs an orderly mobilization of labor for the 
German armament industry, The additional required labor force will have to 
be drafted for the majority from the recently occupied Eastern Territories, 
especially from the Reichskommissariat Ukraine, Therefore, the Reichs- 
kommissarint Ukraine must furnish: 
"225,000 labor forces by 31 December 1942 and 225,000 more by 1 May 1942. 
"I ask you to infcrm Reichskommissar Gauleiter party fellow member Koch 
about the new situation and requirements snd especially to see to it that he 
will support personally in any possible way the execution of this new require- 


ment, 
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"I have the intention to visit Party member Koch shortly and I would 
be grateful to you if you could inform me as to where and when I could meet 
him for a personal discussion, Right now though, I ask that the procurcment 
. be taken up at once with every possible pressure and the commitment of all 
powers, especially also of the experts of the labor offices, All the directives 
which had limited temporarily the procurement of Eastern laborers are annulled, 


The Reichs procurement for the next months must be given priority over all 
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other measures e» 

"I do not ignore the difficulties which exist for the execution 
of this new requirement, but I am convinced that with the ruthless 
commitment of all resources, and with the full cooperation cf all 
those interested, the execution of the new demands can be accomplished 
for the fixed date. I have already communicated the new demands to 
the Reichskommissar Ukraine via mail. In reference to our long 
distance phone e211 of today I will send you the text of the Fuehrer's 
decree at the beginning of next week." 

I should like to remind the Tribunal thst we have referred 
previously on yesterday afternoon to this Reichskommissar Gauleiter Party 
fellow-member, Koch, and we quoted him as stating, the Tribunal will 
recall "We are the master race. We must be hard," etc. 

On the 17th day of arch 1943, the Defendant Sauckel wrote 

again to the Defendant Rosemberz, and on this occasion he demanded the 
importation of another 1,000,000 men and women from the Eastern 
territories within the following four months. I wish to refer at this 
point to Document No,019—FS, which bears USA Exhibit No. 181. 

Quoting that letter in full: 

"After a protracted illness my Deputy for Labor Supply 

in the occupied Eastern Territories, State Councillor 

Peukert, is going there to regulate the labor supply both 

for Germany ant the territories themselves. 

"I ask you sincerely, cear party member Rosenberz, to 

assist him tc your utmost on account of the pressing 

urgency of Peukert's mission. Already now I may thank 

you for the hitherto good reception accorded to Peukert. 

We himself hus been charged by me with the absolute and 

completely unreserved cooperation with all bureaus of 

the Eastern Territories. Especially the labor supply for 

the German agriculture, and likewise for the most urgent 

armament production programs ordered by the Fuehrer make 


the fastest inportation of approxinately 1 million women 
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and men from the Eastern Territories within the next four 
months at moste Starting 15 March the daily shipment 
must have reached 5,000 female and male workers respectively, 
while beginning of April this number has to be stepped up 
to 10,000. This is a requisite of the most urgent programs , 
and the spring tillage, and other agricultural tasks 2re not 
to suffer for the detriment of the nutrition anc of the armed 
forces. I have foreseen the allctment of the draft quotas 
fur the incividual territories in agreement with your experts 
for the labor supply as foll-ws:- 
Daily quota starting 15 March 1943: 
from General Comissariat White Ruthenia 500 people 
Economie Inspecticn Center 500 people 


y Reichs Comissariat Ukraine 3,000 people 
Economic Inspecticn South 1,000 people

The Defendant Sanskel did brave he Ea He travelled tc 
Kauen in Lithuania t presert his denands, We offer in evidence 
document Noe20h—PS, which bears USA Bavibit No.182. This dceunent 


is a synopsis of a report of the City Sommissicner of Kauen and minutes 


of a meeting in which the Uefendant Sauckel participated. I read 


from the second page of the English text, beginning with the first 
Paragraph. The same passage appears in the German text at page 5, 
paragraph 2, Quoting directly as-follows: 
"In a lecture in which the Plenipotentiary for the Arbeit- 
Seinsetz, Gauleiter Sauckel made on 18 July 1943 in Kauen 
and in an official ecnference following it, between Gauieiter 
Sauckel and the General Commissar, the pcol of labor in the 


Reich was again bronght up urgently; Ganleiter Sauckel 
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again demanded that Lithuanian labor be furnished in 

greater volume fur the purposes of the Reich." 

THE PRESIDENT: Who was the General Commissar, Rosenberg? 

MR. DODD: The Plenipotentiary for the Arbeitseinsatz? 

THE FRESIDENT: No, the General Commissar. 

MR. DODD: His name is not known to us. He was apparently 
a local functicnary in the Party. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well. 

MR. DODD: The Defendant Sauckel also visited Riga in Latvia, 
to assert his cemancs, and the purpose of this visit is described in 
Document Noe2280--FS, bearing USA Exhibit No.183. This document is 
a letter from the Reich Commissar for the Ostland tc the Commissioner 
General in Riga and it is cated the 3rd of May 1943. I wish to 
rea from page 1 cf the English text, beginning with the first 
paragraph : 

"following the basic statements of the Plenipotentiary 

for manpower, Gauleiter Sauckel on the occasion 
cf his visit to Riga on the 21st of April 1943, it was 
Ceciced in view cf the critical situation and in disregard 


of all adverse considerations, that a total of 
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183,000 workers have to be supplied from the Ostland for the 

Reich territory. This task must absolutely be accomplished 

within the next four months and at the latest must be 

comoletcd by the end of August," 

Here again we are not informed as to the name identity of the Reich 
Commissar for the Ostland. 

Sauckel asked the German Army for assistance in the recruitment and 
deportation of civilian labor from the Eastern Territories. We refcr now to 
Document Noe3010—PS, which bears USA Exhibit No.1&h. 

DENT: Mre Dodd, were you saying that it wasn't knovm from whom 
that document emanated? 

MR. DODD: N i. Ve say it is a letter from the Reichskommissar for 
the Ostland to the Commissioner General in Riga, but we don't know their 
names specifically at the time of the writing of the letter. 

THE PRESIDENT: You don't know who the Reichskampissar of the Eastern 
Territories was? 

WR. DODD: We don't know him by that title, "The Reichskommissar for the 
Ostland" o 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well, 

MR. DODD: Lohse, I am now informed, was his namee I understood that 
we did not know it. Lohse, Leo-h-s-e. 

THE PRESIDENT: Ail right. 

Referring to this Document 3010-PS, this document is a 
secret organization order of the Army Group South, dated the 17th day of 


e 1 


August, 1943. I wish to read from the first page of the English text, the 
first two paragraphs, as follows: 
"The Plenipotentiary General for Labor Employment ordered the 
reeruitment and employment of all born during two years for 
the whole, newly occupied Eastern territory in Decree Aze 
VI A 5780.26 (Inclosure 1), copy of which is inclosed. 
The Reich Minister for Armament and Munition approved this 
orders 
"According to this order by the Plenipotentiary General for 
Labor Employment (BGA) you have to recruit and to transport 


to the Reich immediately 211 labor force in your territory 
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born during 1926 and 1927. The decree relative labor 

duty and labor employment in the theater of operations of 
the newly occupied Eastern territory of the 6 February 1943 
and the executive orders therefore are the authority for 

the execution of this measure. Enlistment must be completed 
by 30 Sept. 43 at the lateste" 


We say it is clear that the demands made by the Defendant Sauckel resulted 


in the deportation of civilians from the occupied Eastern territories. The 


Defendant Speer has recorded conferences with Hitler on 10, 11 and 12 
August 1942 and this record is containedin Document R-12), which is already 
in as U.S.A. Exhibit 179. I now wish to quote from Page 3h, of that same 
document in paragraph 1 of the English text. In the German text it appears 
at Page 23, paragraph 2. Quoting directly: 

"Gaulciter Sauckel promises to make Russian labor available 

for the fulfilment of th. iron and coal program and reports 

that = if requircd =- he can supply a further million 

Russian laborers for the German armament industry up to 

and including Oct. 1942. So far, he has already supplied 

1 million for industry and 700,000 for agriculture. 

In this connection the Fuchrer states that the problem of 

providing labor can be solved in all cases and to any extent; 

he authorizes Gauleiter Sauckel to take all measures requirede 
"He would agree to any necessary compulsion in the East as well 

as in the West if this question could not be solved ona 

voluntary basis." 

In order to mect these demands of 1,700,000, 100,000 here and there, 
the Nazi conspirators made terror, and violence and arson, as we said 
yesterday, fundamental instruments of their labor cnslavement policy. 
Twenty days after the Defendant Sauckel's demands of the 5th of October, 
1942, a top official in the Defendant Rosenberg's Ministry described the 
measures taken to meet these demands. I wish to refer now to document 
No. 294-PS, which is U.S.A. Exhibit Noe 185. This document is a top secret 


memorandum dated the 25th of October, 192, signed by one Braeutigam. I 
~ 1293 = 
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wish to quote from page of the English text starting with the last paragraph, 


as follows. In the German text it appears at page 8, paragraph 2e 

Quoting directly: 
"We now experienced the grotesque picture of having to recruit 
millions of laborers from the Occupied Eastern Territories, 
after prisoners of war have died of hunger like flies, in 
order to fill the gaps that have formed within Germany. Now 
the food question no longer existed. In the prevailing 
limitless abuse of the Slavic humanity "recruiting" methods 
were used which probably have their origin in the blackest 
periods of the slave trade. A regular manhunt vas inaugurated. 
Without consideration of health or age the people were shipped 
to Germany where it turned out immediately that more than 
100,000 had to be sent back because of serious illnesses and 
other incapabilities for work." 

The Defendant Rosenberg wrote himself concerning these brutalities 
instigator of them, the Defendant Sauckel, and we refor now to document 
Noe O18-PS, which bears U.S.A. Exhibit Noe 186. 

THE PRESIDENT: lire Dodd, from where did that top secret document 

MR. DODD: It came from the files of th. Defendant Rosenberge 

This document, O18-PS, is a letter from the Defendant Rosenberg to 
Defendant Sauckel, and it is dated the 2lst day of December 1942, with 
attachments.s I wish to quote from page 1 of the English text starting 
middle of the second paragraph which reads as follows: 

"The report I have received show, that the increase of the 

guerilla bands inthe occupied Eastern Regions is largely 

due to the fact that the methods used for procuring laborers 
in these regions are fclt to be forced measures of mass 
deportations, so that the endangered persons prefer to escape 
their fate by withdrawing into the woods or going to the 


guerilla bands."

order to furnish slave labor to Germany and admitted his responsibility 


for the "unusual and hard measures" thet woro emnloyed. J refer to 


excerpts from the transcript of on interrogation under oath of the 
Defendant Rosenbers on the 6th of Octoher 1945, which is U.S.A. Exhibit 
187, and I wish to quote from pare 1 of the English text starting with the 
ninth paragraph.

I renresent Rosenberge I am objecting to the reading of this document, 
and for the following reasons; The Defendant was asked about it in the 
preliminary hearings several times, and he declared that Sauckel had his 
authority from the Fuchrer, and he was Plenipotentiary for the Four Year 
Plans; and he acted accordingly with authority.

The document, which is to be nresent- 
ed, only contains fragments of this declaration.

MR. DODD: He only has the excerrt that we nropose to read into the 


record here at this time. 
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DR. THOMA: May I please speak? 

THE PRESIDENT: Mre Dodd, the Tribunal consicers that if you 
propose to put in a part of the interrogation, the whole interrogation 
ought to be submitted tc the Defendants! Counsel, that then you may 
reac what part you like of the interrogation, and then Defendants! 
Counsel may refer to any other part of the interrogation cirectly, if 
it is necessary for the purpose of explaining the part which has been 
read by Counsel for the Prosecution. So before you use this 
interrogation, Rosenbery's counsel must have a copy of the whole 
interrogatione 

MR. DODD: I might say, Your Honor, that we turned over the 
whole interrogation to counsel for the Defendant Sauckel, and we under- 
stood that he would make it availsble to all other Defense Counsellors. 
Apparently, that cicn't happens 

CR. THOMA: Thank you, My Lorde 

DR. SERVATIUS: Last night I receive? from the prosecution these 
documents in Englishes Tht, cf course, is efficient for me, but 
Counsel for the other defendants are not in position te follow the 
English text, so that certain difficulties have arisen, and I have 
to have the time to interpret these matters for my colleagues, or 
perhaps the prosecution could sive us the German text, for the interro- 
gation took place in German, was translated into English, so that the 
original German text should be at hande 

Those are the difficulties, anc 1 woul? like to have the German 
translation as soon as possibles 

MR. DODD. With reference to the so-called German text, the 
original is in English texte Thesx interrogations were mate through 
an interpreter and they were transeriòel ia Ea~lish so that the 
original text is an English text, ənd that is what was turned over 
to the Attorney for the Defendant Sauckel with the unicerstanding that it 
would be mace available to all other counsellors. 

THE PRESIDENT; But of course that coesn'!t quite meet their 


‘difficulties because they don't all of them speak English, or are not 
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all able to read English, eo I am afrai you must-wait until Rosenberg's 
counsel has got a copy of the entire interrogation in his .own language, 

MR. DODD: Very well. 

Passing on beyond the document which we have just referred to, 
anc. which we now withdraw in view of the ruling, which we will offer 
at a later date after we have complied with the ruling of the Court, 
we have a letter dated the 21st day of December 1942, which is 
Document 018 PS, and which bears USA Exhibit No. 186 == which, by the 
way, is a letter from the Defendant Rosenberg to the Defendant 
Sauckel == anc. I wish to quote from page l, paragraph 3 of the English 
text. In the German text it appears at pageh,paragraph le Quoting 
rectly: 

"Even if I cc not close my eyes to the necessity that the 
numbers demanced by the Reichs Minister for weapons and ammunition as 
well as by the agricultursi econ my justify unusuzl and hard measures, 
I have to ask, due to the responsibility for the occupied Eastern 
Territories which lies upon me, that in the acc .mplishment cf the 
orderec. tasks such measures be excluded, the toleration and prosecution 
of which will some cay be held azainst me, and my collabcoratorse" 

In the Ukraine area, arson was indeed ured as a terror instrument 
to enforce these conscription measures, and we refer now t. Document 
Noe25 PS, which is USA Exhibit No. 188. This dccument is from an 
official of the Rosenberg Ministry and was also foune in the Rosenberg 
file. It is dated June 29, 1943 and encloses a e py of a letter 
from one Paul Raab, a district commissicner in the territory of 
Wassikow, to the Defendant Rosenberze I wish tc quote from Raab's 
leéter, page l, starting with paragraph 1 of the English text which 
reais as follows: 

"According to a charge by the supreme command of the armed 
forces" -e 

THE PRESIDENT (interposing): Mr. Dodd, I thought you said the 


date of it was the 29th of June 1943. 
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MR. DODD: Yes, I did, Your Honor. That was the date on 
the document e 

THE PRESIDENT: The document I have appears to have the 
original document as June 29, 1945, an) the date below is 71/5/hLh 

MR. DODD: Wetll get the original document 

I'm sorry, Your Honore There are two errors here. The 
document is dated the 29th of June, 19h, 


THE PRESIDENT: 'h? 
Anc the enclosure is 7/6/h\? 


“According to a charge by the supreme command of the armed 
forces that I burned down a few houses in the territory of Wassikow, 
Ukraine, belonging to insubordinate people ordered for work=duty. 
This accusation is trus," 

Passing now to the third paragraphs 

"Uuring the year of 1942, the corsceription of worzers was 
accomplished by way cf propazanca, Oly veny rarclv wos force 
necessary. Mly in August 192, measires nad to b taken against two 


families in the villezes Glawenka and Sallsny-ċhuiter. eich of which

Passing to paragraph 4, it is Stated, anc I quote directly: 
"That time L decided to take measures" == 
THE PRESIDENT: (Interposing): Shouldn't you read on at the 
top of that page 2? You had read, hadn't you, "I orcered the 
burning down of the houses of the fugitives"? 
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MR. DODD: Yes, I have, 

THE PRESIDENT: I thought you were to go on after that 
"The result was...," Do you see? 

MRe DODD: "The result was that in the future the people 
obeyed willingly. 

THE PRESIDENT: Wait a minute. My colleague coubts whether 
you have read the passage at the bottom of page 1, I thought you 
had read it, beginning, "That time I decided to take MCASUPES ese." 

MR. DODD: No, I was just beginning to read ite 

THE PRESIDENT: I beg your pardon, 

MR. DODD: That is the fourth paragraph: 

"That time I decided to take measures to show the increasingly 
rebellious Ukrainian youth that our orders have t be followed. I 
ordered the burning down of the houses of the fucitives." 

Would Your Honor like t: have the rest of that paragraph? 

THE PRESIDENT: I think you should read the next few linese 

MR. DODD: "The result was that in the future people cheyed 
willingly orders concerning labor obligations. However, the measure 
of burning houses has not beeeme known for the first time by my 

gested in a secret letter from the commissioner for 
the commitment of lab ras a forced measure in case ther measures 


Should fail. This harsh punishment was accepted by the population with 
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satisfaction." 

THE TRIBUNAL (Mr. Biddle): The commissioner for labor, Mr. Dodd =- 
you just said, "an order from the commissioner of labor." ho was that? 
MR. DODD: Well, we have discussed this matter previous to our 

appearance here today. The document doesn't identify him by name. 


We are not sure. The Defendant Sauckel was called Plenipotentiary General 


for Labor, and we think we can't go much further, and say we don't know. 


It just doesn't appear. 

THE TRIBUNAL (Mr. Biddle): Thank you. 

MR. DODD: Reading thatlast sentence, "This hard punishment was 
accepted by the population with satisfaction previous to the measures, 
because both families ridiculed all the other duty-anxious families thich 
sent their children partly voluntarily to the labor commitment." 

Turning to paragraph 2 on page 2, beginning about two-thirds of the 
way through the paragraph, I wish to read as followse In the German text 
it appears at page 3, paragraph 1: 

"After the initial successes, a passive resistance of the population 
started, whichfinally forced me to s tart again on making arrests, 
confiscations, and transfers to labor camps. After a while a transport of 
people, obliged to work, overran the police in the railroad station in 
Wassilkow and escaped. I saw again the necessity for strict measures. 

A few ring leaders, which of course escaped before they were found in 
Plissezkoje and in Mitnitza. After repeated attempts to get hold of then, 


their houses were burned down,"

And finally, I wish to pass to the last paragraph on page 
same documente In the German text it appears at page 5, paragraph 7» 

Quoting from that last paragraph on the third page: 

"My actions against fugitive people obliged to work were always reported 
to district commissioner Doehrer, in office in Wassilkow, and to the 
general-commissioner (Geoneralkommissar) in Kiev. Both of them know the 
circumstances and agreed with my measures because of their success." 

That is the end of that part of the quotation. 
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That Generalkommissar in Kiev, as we indicated yesterday and again 
this morning, was the man Koch, concerning whom we quoted his statement about 
the master racce 

Another documert coniirms the arson as an instrument of enforcing 
this labor program in the village of Biloserka in the Ukraine in cases of 
resistance to forced labor recruitment, Atrocities committed in this village 
are related in Document No. 018 PS, which is already in evidence as USA. 
Exhibit Noe 186. But in addition there is Document No. 290 PS which bears 
U.S.A. Exhibit Noe 189. This document consists of correspondence 
originating within the Rosenberg Ministry, which was, of course, the office 


headquarters of the Defendant Rosenberg, and it is dated the eth day of 


November, 193. I wish to quote fron mge l of the English text, startin 
3 t > © 2 


with the last line, 

tBut even if Mueller hei been present at the burning of houses in 
connection with the national conscription in Filoserka, this should by no 
means lead to the relief of Mueller from office. It is mentioned specifically 
in a directive of the Commissioner General in Luck of 21 September 1942, 
referring to the extreme urgency of the national. conscription. 

"Estates of those who refuse to work are to be burned, their relatives 
are to be arrested as hostages and to be brought to forced labor camps." 

The SS troops were directed to participate in the abduction of these 
forced laborers md also inthe raids ou villages, burning of villages, and 
were directed toturn the entire population over for slave labor in Germanye 

We refer to Document Noe 3012 PS, which bears U.S.A. Exhibit No. 190. 
This document is a secret SS order and it is dated the 19th day of March, 
1943. I wish to quote from page 2 of the English text starting with the third 
paragraphe In the German text it appears at page 2, paragraph 3. It says, 
and I quote it: 

"The activity of the labor offices, that is, of recruiting coumissions, 
is to be supported to the greatest extent possible. It will not be 
possible always to refrain from using force. During a conference with 
the Chief of the Labor Commitment Staffs, an agreement was reached stating 


that whatever prisoners can be released, they should be put at the disposal 
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of the Commissioner of the Labor Officee When searching villages, when it has 
become necessary to burn down villages, the whole population will be put at 
the disposal of the Commissioner by forces" 

THE PRESIDENT: Shouldn't you read Noe 4? 

MR. DODD: I beg your pardon, site 

THE PRESIDENT: Shouldn't you read Noe l which follows it? 

MR. DODD: Noe says: 

"As a rule, no more children will be shote" 

I might say to Your Honor that parts of these documents are going to be 
relied on for other purposes later and it sometimes may appear to the Tribunal 
that we are overlooking some of these excerpts, but nevertheless I am 
grateful to have them called to our attention because they are most pertinent 


to these allegations as well. 


From the community of Shitomir, where the defendant Sauckel appealed 


for more workers for the Reich, the Commissioner General reported on the 
brutality of the conspirators! program, which he described as a program of 
coercion and slaverye And I now refer to Document Noe 265 PS, which is 
U.S.Ae Exhibit No. 191. This document is a secret report of a conference 
between the Commissioner General of Shitomir and the Defendant Rosenberg in 
the community of Winniza on the 17th of June, 193. Tho report itself is 


dated the 30th of June, 1943 and is signed by Leysere 
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I wish to quote from page 1 of the English text, beginning with 
the last paragraph, and in the German text it appears at page 2, 
paragraph 3. 

Quoting it directly: 

"The symptoms created by the recruiting of workers 
are, no doubt, well known to the Reichs Minister through 
reports and his own observations. Therefore I shall not 
report them. It is certain that a recuitment of labor, in 
this sense of the word, can hardly be spoken of. In most 
cases it is nowadays a matter of actual conscription by force." 

That is the end of that quotation. Passing now to page 2 of 
that same document, and to paragraph 1, line 1l--in the German 
text it appears at page 3, paragraph 2--it says, and I quote it 
directly: 

"But as the Chief Plenipotentiary for the mobilization 
of labor explained to us the gravity of the situation we had 
no other device. I consequently have authorized the 
commissioners of the areas to apply the severest measures 
in order to achieve the imposed quota. The deterioration 
of morale in conjunction with this does not nesessitate any 
further proof. It is nevertheless essential to win the war 
on this front too. The problem of labor mobilization cannot 
be handled with gloves." 

The recruitment measures which we have been discussing 
enslaved so many citizens of occupied countries that whole areas 
were depopulated. 

I now wish to refer to our document No, 3000-PS, which is 
U.S.A. Exhibit No. 192. This document is a partial translation of 
a report from the Chief of Main Office III with the High Command in 
Minsk, and it is dated the 28th day of June, 1943, sent to 
Ministerialdirektor Riecke, who was a top official in the Rosenberg 
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Ministry. I wish to read from page 1 of the English text, starting 
with the second paragraph, as follows. 

"The recruitment of labor for the Reich, however 
necessary, had disastrous effects. The recruitment measures 
in the last months and weeks were absolute manhunts, which 
have an irreparable political and economic effect. From 
White Ruthenia approximately 50,000 people have been obtained 
for the Reich so far. Another 130,000 are to be obtained. 
Considering the 2.) million total population, these figures 
are impossible. 

"Due to the sweeping drives of the SS and police in 
November, 1942, about 115,000 hectar farmland is not used, 
as the population is not there and the villages have been 
razed." 

We have already referred to the conspirators! objective of 
permanently weakening the enemy through the enslavement of labor 
and the breaking up of families, and we invite the Tribunal's 
attention to Document 031-PS, which is in evidence as U.S.A. Exhibit 
No. 171, for we desire to emphasize that the policy was applied in 
the Occupied Eastern Territories with the Defendant Rosenberg's 
approval of a plan for the apprehension and deportation of 
0,000 to 50,000 youths of the ages of 10 to 1h. Now, the stated 
purpose of this plan was to prevent a reinforcement of the enemy's 
military strength and to reduce the enemy's biological potentialities. 
We have already quoted from page 3 of the English text of that 
document to cstablish that the Defendant Rosenberg approved that 
plan, the so-called high-action plan. We referred to it yesterday 
afternoon. 

Further evidence of the conspirators! plan to weaken their 
enemies in utter disregard of the rules of International Law is 


contained in document No. 1702-PS, which bears U.S.A. Exhibit No. 193. 
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This document is a secret order, issued by a Rear Area Military 
Commandant to the District Commissar at Kasatin, dated the 25th 
of December, 1943. I quote from page 3 of the English text at 


paragraph l. In the German text it appears at page 12, paragraph l. 
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"1) The able bodied male population between 15 and 65 years of 
ace and the cattle are to be shipped back from the district East of 
the line Belilowka-Berditschen=Shitomir (places excludec)." 

This program, which we have been describing, and the brutal measures 
that it employec, were not limited to Poland and the Eastern Occupied 
Territorics but covercd and cursed Western Europe as well. Frenchmen, 
Dutchmen, Belgians, Italians, all cane to know the yoke of slavery and 
the brutality of their slavemastcrss 

In France these slavomasters intensificd their program in the carly 
part of 1943, pursuant to instructions which the Defendant Speer tecle- 
phoned to tho Defencant Saukel at cight o'clock in the cvening, on the 


th day of January, 193, from Hitler's headouarters. I now refer to 


Document Noe 556=PS 13, which is U,SeA. Exhibit Noe 194. This cocuncnt, 


incidentally, is a note for his own files, signed by the Defendant 
Sauckel, cated the 5th of January, 1943 I wish to quote from page 1 
of the English text, paragraph 1 as follows: 

"1) On kth January, 1943, at 8 peme Minister Speer telephones 
from the Fuchrer's headquarters ond communicates that on the basis of 
the Fuchrer's cecision, it is no longer necessary to give special 
consideration to Frenchmen in the further recruiting of specialists and 
helpers in France, The recruiting can proceed with emphasis and 
sharpened. measurcse" 

To overcome resistance to his slave labor program, the Defendant 
Sauckel improvised new impressment measures which were applied to both 
France and Italy by his own agents and which he himself labelled as 
crotesquc, åt a meeting of the Central Planning Board, on March lst, 
19k, Seuckcl stated, and I must refer to Document Noe R 12h, which is 
UsSeie Exhibit. Noe 179, and particularly page 2 and paragraph 2 of the 
English text; in the German text it appears at page 2, paragraph ly 
Quoting directly from that page and that paragraph: 

"The most abominable point made by my adversarics in their claim 
that no executive had been provided within these areas in order to 


recruit in a sensible manner the Frenchmen, Belgians and Italians and 
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to dispatch them to work, Thereupon, I even procceded to employ and 
train a whole batch of French male and female agents who for good pay 
just as was cone in olden times for 'shanchiing! went hunting for men 
anc. mace them drunk by using liquor as wcll as words, in order to cis- 
patch them to Germany. 


"Moreover, I charged some able men with founcing a special labor 


supply cxccutive of our own, and this they did by training, and arming, 


with the help of the Higher SS anc Police Fuchrer, a numbcr of natives, 
but I still have to ask the Munitions Ministry for arr the use of 
thesc mon. For curing the last year alone several dozens of very able 
labor cxccutive officcrs have been shot dea fll these means I have 
to apply, grotesque as it sounds, to refute the alle ation there was 
no exccutive to bring labor to Germany from these countrics", 

This same slave labor hunt procceced in anc. as it cic in Frances 
with terror and abcuctione I now refer to Document Noe 1726=PS, which 
is UeSe'e Exhibit Noe 195, This document is entitled "STATENT OF THE 
NETHERLANDS GOVERNMENT IN VIEW OF THE PROSECUTION AND PUNISH ENT OF THE 
GERN MAJOR WAR CRIMINALS". I wish to quote from enclosure "h", 
entitled "Contral Tureau for Statistics =» The Deportation of Nether-

for Ukrainian Specialists at Charkow, and it also consists of a letter 
written by one of the specialists in the Rosenberg office - nos by one 
of the workers, not in the losenherg office, but one of the specialists 
they were recruiting, by the name of Grigori. I wish to quote from 
the report at pace 2, starting at paragraph 4 of the English text and 
in the German text it appears at page 3, paragraph he Quoting cirectly

"The starosts, that is villa;e elders, are frequently corruptible,

One bad case in particular was reported by me to the commencer of the

The enercachments of the star sts anc the 
militia are of a particularly grave nature »ecruse they usually justify 
themselves by claiming that all that is done in the name of the German 
Armee Forcese In reality, the latter have conducted themselves through- 
out in a highly understancing manner toward the skilled workers and the 
Ukrainian population. The same, however, cannot be said of some of the 
acministrative avencies. To illustrate this be it menti ned, that a 
woman once arrived being cressec with barely more than a shirt."

"On the basis of reporte? incidents, attention must be called to 
the fact that it is irresponsible to keep workers locked in the cars 
for many hours so that they cannot even take care of the calls of 
nature, It is evident that the people of a transport must be given 
an portunity from time to time, in order to get arinking water, to 
wash, ani in order to relieve themselves. Cars have been down in which 
people had made holes so that they could take care of the calls of 
nature, “hen nearing bigger stations, persons should, if possible, re- 


lieve themselves far from these staticns.' 
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Turning to page 5 of the same cocument, paragraph 12; in the German 
text it appears at page 6, paragraph ls 

"The following abuses were reported from the delousing stations: 

"In the women's and girls! shower rooms, services were partly 
performed by men or men would mingle around or even helped with the 
soaping anc vice versa, there were female personnel in the men's shower 
rooms; men also for sometime were taking photographs in the women's 
shower roomse Since mainly Ukrainian peasants were transported in the 
last months, as far as the female portion of these are concerned, they 
were mostly of a high moral standard and used to strict decency, they 
must have considered such a treatment as a national cerradatione The 
above mentioned abuses have been, according to our knowlecge, settled 
by the intervention of the transport commanders. The reports of the 
photographing were mate from Halles; the reports about the former were

and respect of the Greater German Reich may still occur apain here or 
there," 

Sick and infirm pecple of the occupied countries were taken in- 
Ciscriminately with the rest. Those who manage“ to survive the trip 


into Germany, but who arrived too sick to work, were returnec like 


cattle, together with those who fell ill at work, because they were of 


nc further use to the Germans. The return trip took place uncer the 
same terrible conditions as the initial journey, and without any kind 
of medical supervision. Death came to many an their corpses were 

unceremoniously dumped cut of the cars, with no provision for burial. 

I quote from page 3, paragraph 3 of Document O54-PS. In the German 
text it appears at page 2, paragraph 3e Quoting directly: 

"Very depressing for the morale of the skilled workers anc the 
population is the effect of those persons shipped back from Germany 
for having become disabled or net having been fit for labor commitment 
from the very beginning. Several times already transports cf skilled 
workers on their way to Germany have crossed returning transports of 
such disabled persons ane have stood on the tracks alon-side of each 
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other for a longer period of timee These returning transports are 
insufficiently care fore Nothing but sick, injured or weak people, 
mostly 56 to 60 in a car, are usually escorted by 3 to h mene There 
is neither sufficient care or foode returnecs mace frequently 
unfavourable -- but surely exaggerated -= statements relative to their 
treatment in Germany and on the waye As a result of all this and of 
what the people could sce with their -wn eyes, a psychosis cf fear 
was evoked among the sjecialist workers, that is, the whole transport 
to Gormany. Several transport leaders of the 62nd and the 63rd in 
particular reported thereto in detaile In one case the leader of the 
transport of skilled workers observed with his own eyes how a person 
who cied of hunger was unloace? from a returning transport on the side 
track. (First Lt. Hofman cf the 63r Transport Station, Darniza). 
Another time it was reported that three ‘eal had to be deposited by 
the side of the tracks on the way ani hai to be left behind unburied 
by the escorts It is also regrettable that these disabled persons 
arrive here without any icentifiection. According to the reports of 
the transport commancers, one gets the impreesicn that these persons 
unable to work, are assembled, enne into the wagons and sent off 
provide: only by a few men escorts, anc with ut special carefor food

I refer to Document 98h—PS, which is U.S.A. Exhibit Noe 199. This 


document is an interdepartmental report, prepared by Dr. Gutkelch, in 

the Defendant Rosenberg's Ministry ani it is dated the 30th of September, 
1942. I wish to q uwte from page 10 of the English text, starting with 
the fourth line from the top of the pagee In the German text it 


appears at page 22, paragraph le 
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Quoting directly from that paragraph: 

"How necessary this interference was is shown by the fact 
that this train with returning laborers had stopped at the sano 
place where a train with newly recruited Eastern laborers had stopped, 
Because of the corpses in the trainload of returning laborers, a 
catastrophe might have been precipitated had it not beon for the 
mediation of Mrs, Kille: In this train wonen gave birth to babies 
who were thrown out of the windows during the journcy, people having 
tuberculosis and venere:l diseases rode in the same car, dying people 
lay in freight cars without strav, and one of the doad was thrown on 
the railway embankment, The samc must have occurred in other returning 
transports," 

Some aspects of the Nazi transport were described by the Defendant 
Sauckel himself in a dceroe which he issucd on the 20th of July, 19423 
and I refer specifically to Document No, 22)1-PS=-3, which is USA Exhibit 
No, 200. I ask that the Tribunal take judicial notice of the original 
deerce, which is published in Section Bel-a, at page 8-c, of a book 
entitled "Die Beschacftigung von Auslaendischen Arbcitskracften im 


Deutschland," I quote from ry

age 1, paragrach 2, of the English text, 
and I am quoting directly: 

"According to reports of transp: station commanders (Transportleiters ) 
prescnted to me, the special trains provided by the Gorman railway have 

roquently been in a really deficient condition. Numerous wincowpanes 

Lave been missing in the coaches. Old French coaches without lavatories 
have been partly enployed so that the workers had to fit up an enptied 
ccnpartment as a „lavatory, In other cases, the coaches were not heated in 
winter™so that the lavatories: quickly became unusable because, the water 
systcn was frozen and the flushing apparatus was therefore without water," 

The Tribunal will unquestionably have noticed, or observed, that a 
nunber of the documents which we have referred to--and which we have 
offered=-consist of ccmplaints by functionaries of the Defendant Rosenberg's 
ministry, or by others, concerning the conditions under which foreign workers 


were recruited and lived, I think it is appropriate to say that these 
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documents have been presented by the Prosecution really 


for two purposes, or for a dual purpose, to establish, first, the facts 
recited therein, of course, but also to show that these conspirators had 
knowledge of these conditions, and that notwithstanding their knowledge 
of these conditions, these conspirators continued to countenance and 
assist in this enslavement program of a vast nunber of citizens of 
occupied countries, 

Once within Germany, slave laborers were subjected to almost 
unbelievable brutality and degradation by their captors; and the 
character of this treatment was in part made plain by the conspirators! 
own statements, as in Document No, 016—PS, which is in evidence as 
USA Exhibit No. 168, and I refer to page 12, paragraph 2 of the English 
text; in the German text it appears at page 17, paragraph he 

Quoting directly: 

"All the men must be fed, sheltered, and treated in such a way 
as to oxploit them to the highest possible extent at the lowest 
coneeivable degree of expenditure," 

Force and brutality as instrunents of production found a ready 
adherent in the Defendant Speer who, in the presence of the Defendant 
Sauckel, said, at a meeting of the Central Planning Board--and I refer 
to Docuncnt No, Rel2h which is already in evidence and which has been 
referred to previously. It bears the Exhibit number 179, I refer 
particularly to page 42 of that Document R=12h, and paragraph 2 of that 
page 42, The Defendant Speer speaking at that meeting: 

"We must also discuss the slackers. Ley has ascertained that the 
Sick~list decreased to one-fourth or one-fifth in factories where 
doctors are on the staff who are cxamining the sick men, 
nothing to be said against SS and polico taking drastic steps and 
putting those knovm as slackers into concentration Camps e There 
is no alternative, Let it happen several times and the news will 
soon go around," 

At a later mocting of the Central Planning Board, Field Marshal 


Milch agreed that so far as workers were concerned=--and again I refer 
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to Document R-12h, and to page 26, paragraph 2 in the English text; 
and in the German Text at page 17, paragraph le Field Marshal Milch, 
speaking at a meeting of the Central Planning Board when the Defendant 
Speer was present--and I am quoting directly: 

"The list of the shirkers should be entrusted to Himler's 
trustworthy hands," 

THE PRESIDENT: Page 17? 

MR. DODD: No, Your Honors ave 26, paragraph 2, The page 
17 was of the German text; in the English text it is at page 

THE PRESIDENT: Thank you. 

Re DODD: lilch made particular reference to foreign workers=< 
again in this Document R-12), at paze 26, paragraph 3; in the German 
text it appears at page 18, parazraph 3—=when hi id, and I am quoting 
him directly: 

"It is therefore not possible to exploit fully all the foreigners 
unless we compel them by piccc-work or we have the possibility of taking 
measures agrinst forsigners who are not doing thcir bit." 

che policy as actually executed was even more fearful than the 
policy as expressed by the conspirators, Indeed, these impressed 
workers were underfed and overworked, and they were forced to Live 
in grossly overcrowded camps where they wore held as virtual 
prisoners, and were otherwise denied adequate shelter, adequate clothing, 
adequate medical cars and treatment and, as a consequence, they suffered 
from many diseases and ailments, They wore generally forced to work 
long hours, up to and beyond the point of exhaustion. They were beaten 
and subjected to all manner of inhunen indignities. 

4n cfample of this mistreatment is found in the conditions which 
prevailed in the Krupp factories, Foreign laborers at the Krupp works 
were given insufficient food to enable them to perform the work required 
of then, 

I refer to Document No. D=316, which is USA Exhibit No. 20L. This 
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document was found in the Krupp filss. It is a memorandum upon 
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the Krupp stationery to a Mr, Hupe, a director of the Krupp 


Locomotive Factory in Essen, Germany, dated the lyth of March, 1942. 


I wish to refor to page 1 of the English text, starting with paragraph 


1, as follows, and I am quoting directly: 

"During the last few days we established that the food for the 
Russians employed here is so miscrable, that the people are getting 
weaker from day to day, 


"Investigations showed that single Russians are not 
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able to place a piece of metal for turning into position, for instance, 

because of lack of physical strength. The same conditions exist in all 

places of work where Russians are employed," 

The condition of foreign workers in Krupp workers?! cemps is described 
in detail in an affidavit executed in Essen, Germany, by Dr. Wilhelm 
Jager, who was the senior camp doctor, It is Document No, 288, which is 
USA Exhibit No, 202, 

THE PRESIDENT: 288+PS? 

MR. DODD: D-288, 

"I, Dr. Wilhelm Jager, am a general practitioner in Essen, Germany, 
and its surroundings. I was born in Germany on 2 December, 1888, and now 
live at Kettwig, Sengenholz, Germany. I make the following statement of my 
own free will. I have not been threntened in any way ^nd I have not been 
promised any sort of reword, 

"On the lst of October, 1942, I became senior camp doctor in Krupp's 
workers! camps, and was generally charged with the medical supervision of 
211 Krupp's workers! comps in Essen. In the course of my duties it was my 
responsibility to report upon the sanitary ond health conditions of the 
workers! camps to my supericrs in the Krupp works, It was a part of my 
task to visit every Krupp camp which housed forvign civilian workers, and I 
am therefore able to meke this statement on the basis of my personal 
knowledge, 

"iy first official act as senior camp doctcr was to make a thorough 
inspection of the verious camps, At that time, in October 1942, I found the 
following conditions; 

"The eastern workers and Poles who labored in the Krupp works at Essen 
were kept at camps at Seumannstrasse, Spenlestrassce, Grieperstrasse, Heec- 
strasse, Germaniastrasse, Kapiton-Lehmannstrasse, Dechenschule, and Kramerplatz, 
(When the term "eastern workers" is hureinsfter used, it is to be taken as 
including Poles.) All of the camps were surrounded by barbed wire and were 
Closely gusorded, 

"Conditions in 211 of these camps were extremely bad, The camps were 
grvetly overcrowded, In some camps there were twice as many people in a 
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The following material is to be inserted in the record of the 
Tribunal at Page 1323, following the words "Only inferior meats, 
rejected by the veterinary such as horse meat or tuberculin infested 
was permitted for this purpose. This meat was usually cooked into a soups" 

"The clothing of the eastern workers was likewise completely inade- 
quate. They worked and slept in the same clothing in which they had 
arrived from the east. Virtually all of them had no overcoats and 
were compelled, therefore, to use their blankets as coats in cold and 
rainy weather. In view of the shortage of shoes many workers were 
forced to go to work in their bare feet, even in the winter. Wooden 
shoes were given to some of the workers, but their quality was such as 
to give the workers sore fect. liany workers preferred to go to work 
in their bare feet rather than endure the suffering caused by the wooden 
shoes. Apart from the wooden shoes, no clothing of any kind was issued 
to the workers until the latter part of 1943, when a single blue suit 

to some of them. To my knowledge, this represented the 

sole issue of clothing to the workers from the time of their arrival 
until the American forces 

"Sanitary conditions were exceedingly bi At Kramerplatz, 
where approximately 1,200 eastern workers were crowded into the rooms 
of an old school, the sanitary conditions were atrocious in the extreme. 
Only 10 childrens' ilets were available for the 1200 inhabitants, 
At Dechenschule, 15 childrens' toilets were available for the 
00-500 eastern workers. Excretion contaminated the entire floors of 
these lavatories. There were also few facilities for washing. The 
supply of bandages, medicine, surgical instruments, and other medical 
supplies at these camps was likewise altogether insu

slept in treblo-tivred bunks, and in the other camps they slept in double-

"The diet prescribed far the eastern workers was altogether insufficient, 
They were given 1,000 calories 2 day less than the minimum prescribed for any 
German, Moreover, while German workers engaged in the heaviest work 
received 5,000 calorics a day, the eastern workers in comparable jobs 
received only 2,000 celories, The eastern workers were given only two meals 
a day and their bread ration, One of these two merls consisted of 3 thin, 
watery soup. I had no assurance that the enstern workers, in fact, received 
the minimum which was prescribed, Subsequently, in 1943, when I undertook 
to inspect the food prepared by the cooks, I discovered a number of instances 
in which food was withheld from the workers, 

"The plan for food distribution called for 2 small quontity of meat per 
week, Only inferior meats, rejected by the veicrinary, such as horse meat 
or tuberculin-infested, ws permitted for this purpose, This meat was usually 
cooked into 2 soup. 

"The percentage of eastern workers who were ill was twice as great as 
amoung the Germans. ‘Tuberculosis was particularly widespread among the eastern 
workers, The tuberculosis rate .mong them was 4 times the normal rate 
(2 per cent eastern workers, German, .5 per cent). At Dechenschule approx- 
imately 23 per cent of the workers suffered from open tuberculosis. These 
were all active tuberculosis cases, The Tarters and Kirghis suffered most; 
as soon as they were overcome by this disease they collapsed like flies, 

The cause was bad housing, the poor quality and insufficicnt quantity of food, 
overwork, and insufficient rest, 

"These workers were likewise afflicted with spotted fever, Lice, the 

arrier of this disease, togeth-r with countless flens, bugs and other vermin 
tortured the inhabitents of these camps, As a result of the filthy conditions 
of the camps nearly all eastern workers were afflicted with skin discase, The 
shortage of food also caused many cases of Hunher-Odem, Nephritis and Shig- 


hakruse, 
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"Tt was the general rulc that workers were compelled to go to work 
unless 2 camp doctor had prescribed that they were unfit for work, At 
Seumsnnstrasse, Grieperstrasse, Germanistrasse, Kapitan-—Lehmeannstrasse, and 
Dechensehule, there was no daily sick call, At these camps, the doctors did 
not appeer for two or three days, AS a consequence, workers were forced to 
go to work despite illnesses, 

"I undertook to improve conditions as well as I could, I insisted upon 
the erection of some new barracks in order to relieve the overcrowded condi- 
tions of the camps. Despite this, the camps are still greatly overcrowded, 
but not as much ^s before, I tried to alleviate the poor sanitary conditions 
in Krammerplatz and Dechenschule by causing the installation of some emergency 
toilets, but the number was insufficimt, ond the situation was not materially 
altered. 

mith the onset of heavy air raids in March 1943, conditions in the 
camps grently deteriorated, The problem of housing, f ecding, ond medical 
attention became more scute then ever, The workers lived in the ruins of 
their former barracks, iicdienl supplies which were used up, lost or 
destroyed, were difficult to replace, At times, the water supply at the 
camps wns complutely shut off for periods of eight to fourteen days, We 
installed 2 few emergency toilets in the camps, but there were far too few 
of them to cope with the sitution. 

“During the period immedintely following the Merch 1943 raids many 
foreign workers were made to sleep at the Krupp fact rics in the same rooms 
in which they worked, The day workers slept there at nights, and the night 
workers slept there during the day despite the noise which constantly pre- 
vailed, I believe that this condition continued until the entrance of 
American troops into Essens 

"As the pace of sir raids was stepped up, conditions became progressively 
worse. On 28 July 1944, I reported to my superiors that: 

"tThe sick barrack in comp Rabenhorst is in such 2 bad condition one 
cannot speck of a sick barrack anymore, The rain lecks through in every 
corner, The housing of ill is therefore impossible, The necessary labour 
for production is in danger because those persons who are ill cannot recover,! 
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"At the end of 1943, or the beginning of 1944 -- I am not completely 
sure of the exact date =~ I obtained rernission for the first time to 
visit the prisoner of war camps. y inspection revealed that conditions 

camps were worse than those I had found at the camns of the 
eastern workers in 1942. Medical supplies at such camps were virtually 
non-existent. In an effort to cure this intolerable situation, I con- 
tacted the Vehrmact guthoritiés whose dut, o provide medical 
care for the prisoners of were. My persistent efforts came to nothing. 
After visiting and pres r them over e period of two weeks, I was given 
a total of 100 aspirin tablets for over 3,000 nrisoners of war. 

"The French prisoner of war camp in Nocerratstrasse had been des- 
troyed in an air raid attack and its inhabitants were keps for nearly 
half a year in dog kennels, urinals, and in old baking housese The dog 
kennels were throe feet high, nine feet long, and six feet wide. Five me 
slept in each of them.

"My collearues and I reported all of the foreroine matters to Mr. 
IHH, Director of Frictrich (RPP } iiu nersonal physician of 
Gustav Krupp von Bohlen and Halbach, Senior Camm Leacer Kunke, and at all 
times to the health department. Moreover, I know that these tentlemen

DODD: May it pleaso the Tribunal: We had just completed 
the reading of the affidavit executed by Dr. Wilhclm Jager at the noon 
Yrecesse The conditions which were described in this affidavit we 
not confined to the Krupp factories alone but existed throughout Germmy, 
and we turn to a report of the Folish Main Committee mace to the 
Administration of the General Government Poland, Document R-103, which 
has the number 20) as its number for the U.S. Exhibit. This document 
is dated the 17th day of May, 194h, and describes the situation of the 
Polish workers in Germany, and I wish to refer particularly to page 2 
of the English translation, starting with paragraph 2; in the German 
text it appea at page paragraph 2 ; In quoting from the 
locument, 

"Tho cleanliness of many overcrowded camp rooms is contrary to 
most elementary requirements, Often there is no opportunity to ol 
warm water for washing; thorefors, the cleanest parents are unable to 
maintain even the most primitive standarà of hygiene for their childrm 
or often even to wash their only set of linen. 4A consequence of this 
is the spreacing of scabies which cannot be cracicated, 

"We receive imploring letters from the camps of eastern workers 
and their prolific familics besceching us for food, The quantity and 
quality of camp rations mentioned therein == the socalled fourth grace 
of rations == is absolutely insufficient to maintain the energics spent 

= + 
in heavy work, 5 kee of bread weekly and a thin soup at lunch time, 
cooked with swedes or other vegetables without any meat or fat, with a 
addition of potatoes now anc then is a hunger ration for a heaw 
worker. 


"Sometimes punishment consists of starvation which is inflicted, 
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that is, for refusal to wear the badge 'East!, Such punishment has 
the result that workers faint at work (Klosterteich Camp, Gruenhcin, 
Saxony). The consequence is complete cxhaustion, an ailing state of 
health, and tuberculosis. The spreading of tuberculosis among the 
Polish factory workers is a result of the deficient food rations meted 
out in the community camps because cnerizy spent in heavy work cannot 
be replaced. 

"The call for help which reaches us brings to light starvation and 
hunger, severe stomach intestinal trouble, especially in the case of

The children, left to 
themselves without schooling or religious care, must run wild and grow 
up illiterate. Idleness in rouch surroundings may and will create 
unwanted results in these children. An indication of the awful 
conditions this may lead to is given by the fact that in the camps 
for castorn workers (camp for Eastern workers, 'Waldlust', Post Office 
Lauf, Pegnitz) there are cases of 8-year old delicate. and undernourished 


children put to forced labor and perishing from such treatment. 


"The fact that these bad conditions dangerously affect the state 


of health and the vitality of the workers is proved by the many cases 

of tuberculosis found in very young pe-ple returning from the Reich to 
the General Government as unfit for work, Their state of health is 
usually so bad that recovery is out of the question. The reason is 
that a state of exhaustion resulting from overwork and a starvation diet 
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is not recomized as an ailment until the illness betrays itself by 


high fever and fainting spells. 

“Although some hostels for unfit workers have been provided as a 
precautionary measure, one can only go there when recovery may no 
longer be expected (Neumarkt in Bavaria). Even there the incurables 
waste away slowly, and nothing is done oven to alleviate the state 


of the sick by suitable food and medicines. There are children there 
with tuberculosis whose cure would not be hopeless and men in their 
who, if sent home in time to their fomilics in rural districts, 


might still be able to recover, No less suffering is caused by the

fanilics when wives and mothers of small children are

responsible to the Commissioner for the Four Year Plan,"

Sauckel's'success can be measured fron a letter which he himself wrote 


to Hitler on 15 April 1943, and which contsined his report on the one year of 
his activities, We refer to document as No. 407-PS, Roman numberal VI, which 
bears USA Exhibit No, 209, I wish to quote from paragraphs 6 and 9 on page 
one of the English Text; in the German text it appears at page 2, paragraphs 
l and 2: 

"After one year's activity as Plenipotentiary for the Direction of 

Labor, I can report that 3,638,056 new foreign workers were given 

to the German war economy from 1 april of last year to 31 March 


of this year, The 3,438,056 sre distributed amongst the following 
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branches of the German war economy, .rmament - 1,563,801." 

Still further evidence of this steady use of this onsleved foreign 
labor is founi again in a report of the Central Planning Board, to which 
we have referred so miny times this morning and yesterday, Another meeting 
of this Centr:i Planning Board was held on 16th day of February 1944, anc 
I refer to our document R-124, which contains the minutes of this meeting 
of the Central Plenning Board, snd which h»s been slready offered in evidence 
as USA Exhibit No. 179, and I went to refer particularly to page 26, para- 
graph 1 of the English text of the document R-12i,, It is at page 16, in 
paragraph 2, the German text quoted from the English text: 

"The armament industry employs foreign workmen to a large 
extent; according to the latest figures =- 40%," 

Moreover, our document 2520-PS, which is in evidence as USA Exhibit 
No. 197, records that -ccarding to Speer Ministry tabulations, as of 31 
December, 1944, approximately two million civilian foreign workers were em- 
ployed directly in the monuf=cture of armaments and munitions (end products 
or components), That the bulk of these workers had been forced to come to 
Germany against their will is made cleer by Sauckelts statement, which I pre- 
viously quoted from paragraph 3 of page 11 » of Cocument R-124, We quoted 
it this morning, the statement being that of five million foreign workers 
less then two—hundred thousand -- or only two-hundred thousand cume 
voluntarily, 

The Defendants Sauckel, Speer and Keitel succeeded in the inforce- 
ment of foreign labor to construct military fortifications. Thus , citizens 
of France, Holland and Belgium were compelled against their will to engage 
in the construction of the "itləntic Well", and we refer to our cocunent 
556-PS-2, which is USA Fxhibit No. 194.

"(a) Work units for c nstructions of all kinds, particularly 
for the fortification of coastal Jefenses (concrete workers unloading 
units for essential var plants). 

(b) Suitable armament fietories which have to be selected in 
such a way that. their personnel should consist in the majority of 
prisoners of war under guidance and supervision (eventually after 
withdrawal and other employment cf the German workers). 

"III. Other War Industries. 

"(a) Mining as under II(b) 

"(b) Railroad construction units for building tracks etc, 

"(c) Agriculture and forestry in closed units. The 
utilization of Russian prisoners of war is to be reanlated on thse basis 
of above examples by: 

"To Ie The armed forces. 

"To II. The Reich Minister for Arms and Ammunition and the 


Inspector General for the German Road System in agreement with the 


Reich Minister for Lahor and Supreme Commander of the Armed Forces. 


Deputies of the Reich Minister for arns and ammunition are to be 
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admitted to the prisoner-of-war camps to assist in the selection of 
skilled workers." 

The Defendant Goering at a conference at the Air Ministry 
mn the 7th day of November 1941 alse discussed the use of prisoners 
of war in the armament industry. Andi we refer now to our document 
Nael206—PS, which bears USA Exhibit Nc.215. This cocument consists 
of top secret notes on Gvering's instructions as to the empl yment 
ana treatment of prisoners of war in many phases of the German war 
incustry. And I wish to quote from paragraph cne of page one and 
paragraph four of page two of the English text, and from paragraph one, 
page one, and paragraph one page three of the German text as follows: 

"The Fuehrer's point of view as to empliyment of priscners 
of war in war industries has chanzed basically. So far a total of 
five million prisoners of war == empleyed so far two million." 

And on page two: "In the Interior anc the Protectorate it 
would be iceal if entire factories could be manned by Russian priscners 
of war except the empl.yees necessary for direction. For empl: yment 
in the Interior an! the Protectorite the following are to have priority: 

"(a) At the top coal mining incustry. Order by the Fuehrer to 
investigate all mines as to suitability for employment of Sussians. 

At times manning the entire plant with Russian laborers. 

"(b) Transportation (construction of locomotives and cars, 
repair shops). Railroacerepair an incustry workers are to be 
sought out from the prisoners of ware Railroudi is most important 
means of transportation in the East. 

"(c) Armament Industries. Preferably factories

The Defendant Goerins was not the nly one cf these Defendants 
wh” sponsored and applied the policy of usine pris: ners of war in the 
armament industry; The Defendant Specr als: sponsored anc ay, lied 
this same policy of using pris-:ners of war in the armament indcustrye 
Anc we refer to the document bearing our number 1435-PS, which also 
carries USA Exhibit No.216, This document is a Speech to the Nazi 
Gauleiters delivered by the Defendant Speer on the 2hth lay of 
February of 1942, and I wish tc rea? from paragraph two of that 
document, and I quote as follcws: 

"I therefore proposed to the Fuchrer at the end of December 


that all my labor force, includinz specialists, be released for mass 


empl -yment in the East. Subsequently the remaining priscners of war, 


about ten thousand, were put at the disposal of the armaments inuustry 


by me." 


He also reported at the 36th meeting of the Central Planning 
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Board, held on the 22nd day of April 1943, that only thirty percent 


of the Russian prisoners of war were engaxed in the armament industry. 


This the Defendant Speer fcund unsatisfactory. And referring again 


to Document R-12h, the minutes of the Central Planning Board, and 
particularly to page seventeen of that document, and to paragraph 
ten of the English text, and page fourteen paragraph seven of the 
German text, we find this statement by the Defendant Speer, quoting 
directly s 

"There is a specified statement showin: in what sectors the 


Russian prisoners of war have been distributed, and this statement is 
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quite interesting. It shows that the armaments industry only received thirty 
percente I always complained about this." 

And at page twenty of the same document, R-12l,, paragraph one on page 
twenty of the Englishtext, and page fourteen the last paragraph of the German 
text. The Defendant Speer stated, and I quote from that paragraph directly: 

"The ninety thousand Russian prisoners of war employed in the whole of 
the armaments industry are for the greatest part skilled men."

The Defendant Sauckel, who was appointed Plenipotentiary General for 

the utilization of labor for the express purpose, among others, of integrating 
prisoners of war into the German war industry made it plain that prisoners of 
war were to be compelled to serve the German armament industry. His labor 
mobilization program, which is document O16-PS, already marked U.S.A. 

Exhibit. 168, contains this statement on page six paragraph ten of the 

English text, and page nine paragraph one of the German text: 

"All prisoners of war, from the territories of the est as well as of 
the East, actually in Germany, must be completely incorporated into the 
German armament and nutrition industrics. Their production must be brought 
to the highest possible level." 


MR. DODD: I wish to turn now from the exploitation of foreign labor 


combined the brutality and the purposes of the slave labor program with those 
of the concentration camp. The Nazis placed all Allicd nationals in 
concentration camps and forced them, along wit’ the other inmates of the 
concentration camps, to work under conditions which were set to actually 
exterminate theme This was what we call the Nazi program of extermination 
through worke 

In the Spring of 1941 these conspirators turned to the concentration 
camps as a further source of the slave labor for the armaments industry. 
I refer again to a new Document Noe R 129, bearing USA Exhibit Noe 27e 
This document is a letter to Himmler, the Reichsfuehrer SS, and it is dated 
the 30th day of April 1942, from one of his subordinates, an individual 


named Pohl, SS Obergruppenfuehrer and General of the Waffen 
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to quote from the first page of that documente Quoting directly: 

"Today I report about the present situation of the concentration camps 
and about measures I have taken to carry out your order of the 3rd March 192." 

Then moving on from paragraphs numbered 1, 2 and 3 on page 2 of the 
English text, and at page 1 of the German text, I quote as follows: 

"le The war has brought about a marked change in the structure of the 
concentration camps and has changed their duties with regard to the employment 
of the prisoners. The custody of prisoners for the sole reasons of security, 
education, or prevention is no longer the main consideration. The 
mobilization of all prisoners who are fit for work for purposes of the war now, 
and for purposes of construction in the forthcoming peace, come to the 
foreground more and moree 

"2e From this knowledge some necessary measures result with the aim 
to transform the concentration camps into organizations more suitable for the 
economic tasks, whilst they were formerly merely politically interested. 

"3e For this reason I have gathered together allthe leaders of the 
former inspectorate of Concentration camps, all Camp Commanders, and all 
managers and supervisors of work on the 23rd and 2lith of April, 1942; I have 
explained personally to them this new development. I have compiled in the 
order attached the main essentials, which have to be brought into cffect with 
the utmost urgency if the commencement of work for purposes of the armament 
industry is not to be delayed." 

Now, the order referred to in that third paragraph set the framework 
for a program of relentless exploitation, providing in part as follows; and 
I now refer to the enclosure appended to the quoted letter which is also a part 
of Document R129, found at page 3, paragraphs numbered l, 5, and 6 of the 
English text, and page 3 of the German text. 


"le The camp commander alone is responsible for the employment of the 


labor available. This employment must be, in the true meaning of the word, 


exhaustive, in order to obtain the greatest measure of performance. Work is 
allotted by the Chief of the Department D centrally and alone. The camp 
commanders themselves may not accept on their own initiative work offered by 
third parties and may not negotiate by it. 
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nS, There is no limit to working hours. Their duration depends on the 


kind cf working establishments in the camps and the kind of work to be done. 
They are fixed by the camp commanders alone. 

"6. Any circumstances which may result in a shortening of working 
hours (eege meals, roll-calls) have therefore to be restricted to the 
minimum which cannot be condensed any more. It is forbidden to allow long 
walks to the place of working and noon intervals only for eating purposes." 

The armaments production program we have just described was not merely 
a scheme for mobilizing the manpower potential of the camps. It actually 
was integrated directly into the la rger Nazi program of extermination; 
and I wish to refer at this point to our document bearing Noe 65) PS and 
USA Exhibit 218.

April 7th, 19Ll, in document R 12), which is U.S.A. Exhibit No. 179, 
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already in evidence. I quote from page 36 of the English text, page 
29 of the German text as follows. 
"Suggested to the Fuehrer that, due to 
lack of builders and equipment, the second big 
building project should not be set up in 


German territory, but in close vicinity to the 


border on suitable soil (preferable on gravel 


base and with transport facilities) on French, 
Belgian or Dutch territory. The Fuechrer 

agrees to this suggestion if the works could 

e set up behind a fortified zone. French 
territory speaks nainly the fact that it 
would be much easier to procure the necessary 
workers. Nevertheless, the Fuchrer 

attempt be nade to set up the second works 

in a safer area, namely in the Protectorate. 

If it should prove impossible there, too, 

to get hold of the necessary workers, the 
Fuchrer himself will contact the Reichsfuchrer 
"SS" and will give an order that the required 
100,000 men are to be made available by bring- 
ing in Jews from Hungary. Stressine the fact 
that the building organization was a failure, 
the Fuchrer demands that these works must be 
built by the O.T. exclusively and that the 
workers should be made available by the Reichs- 
fuchrer "SS". He wants to hold a meeting 
shortly in order to discuss details with all 
the men concerned." 

The unsperksbly brutal, inhumane, and degrading treatment 
inflicted on Allied nationals and other victims of concentration 
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camps while they were being literally worked to death is described 
in document L 159, which is not in the document book. The document 
is an official report prepared by a U.S. Congressional Committee, 
U.S. Senate Document No. 47, which inspected the liberated camps at 
the request of General Eisenhower. It bears U.S.A. Exhibit No. 222. 
I quote first from page 1 the last paragraph and from the first two 


paragraphs on page 15 of the English text, 
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"The treatment accorccc to these prisoners in the concentration 
camps was :encrally as follows: They were herded to::cther in some 
woocen barracks not large cnouh for one=tenth of their number, They 
were forced to sleep on wooden francos covered with woocen boards in 
ticrs of two, three an? cvcn four, somotimes with no covering, sometimes 
sith a buncle of dirty rags scrvins both as pallct and coverlete 
"Their food consisted generally of about pne=half of a pound of black 
bread per day and a bowl of watery soup for noon and nicht, and not always 
that. Owing to the creat numbers crowced into a smell Space anc to the 
ack of accquate sustenance, lice and vermin multiplicc, discase became 
ramant, anc those who cid not soon cic of ase or tortuc beran the 
long, slow process of starvation. Nothwithstencins the deliberate 
starvation program inflictec upon these prisoners by lack of accquate 
food, we found no evicence that the people of Germany as a whole were 


suffering from any lack cf sufficient food or clothin:. The contrast 


was so striking that the nly conelusion which we could reach was that 


the starvation of the innetes of these canps was Celibdcrates

"I herewith authorize the Deputy General for the Arbeitseinsatz, 
Reicherovernor and cistrict-leader (Gauleiter) Fritz Sauckel to take all 
necessary measures for the enforaement of my ‘ecree referring to a Deputy 
General for the Arbeitseinsatz of 21 March 1942 (Reiehscesetzblatt I, pare 
179) according to his own judgment in the Greater German Reich, in the 


Protectorate, and in the Government General as well as in the occuried 


territories, measures which will saferunrd under nll circumstances the 
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regulated deployment of labor for the German war economy. For this 
purpose he may appoint commissioners to the bureaus of the military and 
civilian administration. These are subordinated direetly to Deputy 
General for the Arbeitseinsatz, In order to carry out their teeks, they

are entitled to issue cirectives to the competent military and civilian 
authorities in charge of the Arbeitseinsatz and of ware policy. 

"More detailed directives will be issued by the Deputy General for 
the Arbcitseinsatz. 

"Fuehrer-Hoacquartcrs, 30 Sertorher 1942, The Fuehrer, sirned 
Adolph Hitler." 

‘ithin one month after his appointment, the Defendant Sauckel 
sent Defendant Rosenberg his "Labor Mobilization Frogram," This vro- 
zram, Document O16-PS, is already in evidence as USA Exhibit 168, and 
envisaged the recruitment bhy force and the exrloitation of the entire 
labor resources >f the nquered aroas ani of prisoners of war in the 
interests of the Nazi war machine at the lowest conceivable degree of 
expenciture tc the German States 

The Defendant Sauckel stateseeand I refer now to the bottom of 
Pare VI of the Enrlish text of that cocument., It is “sre 9, Paroeranh 
2, of the German text, ani I quote as follows: 

"It must be emptrsizecd, however, that an atiticnal trementsus 
number of foreien labor has to be found for the Reic The createst 
pool for that purpose are the occupied territories of the East. 
sequently, it ts an immediate necessity to use the human reserves of the 
conquered Soviet Territory to the fullest cxtent. Should we not succeed 
in obtainine the necessary amount of labor on a voluntary basis, we 
must immediately institute conscription or forced labore 


"Apart from the prisoners of war still in the ceeupied territ rics, 


we must, therefore, requisition skilled or unskilled male and female 


labor from the Soviet Territory from the ace of 15 un for the labor 
mobilization,"

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Passing to Pare XI of the Enrlish text, first poracranh, and of 


17, Yararraph 4 of the German text, I quote as follows airectly: 

"The complete employment of all prisoners of war as well as the 
use of a gigantic number of new foreicn civilian workers, men and women, 
has become an uncisputahble necessity for the solution of the mobilization 
of labor prorram in this war." 

The Defendant Sauckel procceded to implement this nlan, which he 
submitted with certain basic Cirectivese He provided thet if voluntary 
recruitment >f forcirn workers was unsuccessful compulsory service 
should be instituted, 

Document 3044-18 is the Defencant Ssuckel's erulation Number 4 
dated the 7th of Mny, 1942 > ask that the Tribunal take 
notice of the aririnal rerulnati-n » ished i fslume II, 

to which I hove pre- 
teadine from tare 1, Tarnerarh 3, of theEnclish texts 
recruitment of foreign labor will be cone on the fundamental

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however, in the occupied territories the appeal for volunteers does 

not suffice, obligatory service and drafting must, under all circumstances, 
be resorted to, This is an incisputable requir:ment of our labor 
Situation," 

Sauckel providei also for the allocation of foreign labor in the 
order of its importance to the Nazi war machine, We refer to Document 
30h- (A)-PS, which is the Defendant Sauckel's Regulation Number 10, md 
ask that the Court take judicial notice of the original re-ulation, 
published in Volume II, Verfuegungen/Anordnungen/Bekanntcaben, at Pages 
531 to 533. Paragraph 3 c his revulation I quote 2s follows: 

"The resources of manpower that are available in the occupied 
territories are to be employed primarily to satisfy the requirements 
of importance for the war in Gormany itsclf, In allocating the said 
labor resources in the Occupied Territories, the following order of 


priority will be observed 


"(a) Labor required for the troops, the occupation authorities, 


and the civil authorities, 

"(b) Labor required fo e German armaments. 

&/o) Labor required for food and acriculture. 

"(ad) Labor required for industrial work other than armayicnts, 

"(e) Labor required for industrial work in the intcrcsts of the 

population of the territory in question, 

The Defendant Sauckel, and agencies suborlinate to him, oxercised 
exclusive authority over the recruitment of workers from every area in 
Europe occupied by, controlled by, or friendly to the German nation, 
He affirmed, himsclf-- the Defendant Sauckel did-- this authority in a 
decree, Document Noe 30—PS, already in evidence as United States 
Exhibit No, 206, I refer to paragraph 5 on page 1 of the English 
text of that document, and I am quoting it cirsctly: 

"The recruitment of foreign labor in the areas occupied by Germany, 
in allied, friendly or neutral states will be carried out exclusively 


by my commissioners, or by the competent German military or civil agencies 
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for the tasks of labor mobilization, 

THE PRESIDENT: Haven't you read that alreacy? 

MR. DODD: No, I have not, if Your Honor please, We have 
referred to that deerce before, but we have not referred to this 
portion of it. 

I am passing to Paragraph II, lea on page 2, and quotin=, agains 


directly: 


"For the carrying out of recruitment in allie’, friendly, or 


neutral foreign countries, my commissioncrs are solely responsible," 

In addition, the following defendants, who were informed by Sauckel 
of the quotas of forcim laborers which ho required, collaborated with 
Sauckel and his agents in fillin: these quotas: 

The Defendant Keitcl, Chicf of the OKW--which was the Supreme 
Command—=who collaborated with Sauckel. 

We refer now to Document Noe 3012=PS=1, which is USA Exhibit No. 190, 
This document is the record of a telephone conversation of the Chicf af 
the Economic Staff East of the German Army, and it is ‘ated March 11, 193. 
I wish to quote from the first two paragraphs of the document as follows: 

"The plenipotentiary fcr the Arbeitscinsatz, Gaulciter Sauckel, points 
out to me, in an urgent teletype, that the Arbeitseinsatz in German 
agriculture, as woll as all the most urgent armament programs, ordere 
by the Fuchrer, make the most rapid procurement of approximately one 
million women and men from the nowly occupied territories an imperative 
necessity. For this purpose, Gauleiter Sauckel demands the shipment of 
5,000 workers daily beginning 15 iarch; 10,000 workers male and female 
beginning 1 April from the newly occupied territories 

I am passing down to the next paragraph: 

"In consideration of the extraordinary losses of workers, which 
occurred in German war industry because of the developments of the past 
months, it is now necessary that the recruiting of workers be taken up 


fain everywhere 
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with all em) hasis. The tendeney momentarily noticeable in that 
territory, to limit and/or entirely stop the Reich recruitin= program, 
is absolutely not bearable in view of this state of affairs. Gauleiter 
Sauckel, who is informec about these events has, because cf this, 
turned immediately to General Fielamarshal Keitel on 10 March 1943, 
in a teletype, and hes emphasized on this cecasion that, as in all 
other occupied territories, there, whore all cther methods fail, by 
rder of the Fuehrer a certain pressure must be used," 
åt this point we were prepared to offer a transcript of an 
cath of the Defendant Sauckel., The English only 
of the transcript of the interrovation has been seen by the counsel 
for the Defendant Sauckel, He has hacl it, however, for some time, 
ant the excerpts upon which we intende to rely were furnished to him 
as well in Germane 
If I understood the rulins of the Tribunal correctly, it 
would be necessary for us to have furnished the entire recor! in 
Germane 
THE PRESIDENT; I think y-u might use this interrozation, 
as the excerpts huve been submitted in German, 
MR. DODD: es, they have, Your H nor, and the entire English 
E PRESIDENT: Very well, 
te DODD: I refer to a transcript of an interrogation, under 
oath, of the Defendant S: tel, held on the mornings of the Sth of 
October 1945. That is the very last document in the document book. 
I wish to quote from the bottom of page 1 of the English text, and 
page l, paragraph 11 of the German text, as follows: 
"Q. Was it necessary in order to accomplish the completion 
of the quotas given to have liaison with the OKW? 


"A. I remember that the Fuehrer had given directives to 


Marshal Keitel, telling him that my task was a very important one, 


and I, too, have often conferred with Keitel after such discussions 


with the Fuehrer, when I asked him for his Support. 
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"Qe It was his task to Supervise the proper performance 
-f the military commancers in the cccuied countries in carrying 
out their missions, was it not? 

"A. Yes, the Fuchrer had told me that he would inform 
the Chief of the OKW, and the Chief of the Reichs Chancellery, 
as to these missions. The same applies to the Foreign Minister) 

We arc alsc preparec tc offer the transcript of an 
interrogation of the Defendant Alfred Hosenber?. There is this 
cistinction insofar as this record is concerned: while we have 
supplied the ccunsel with the German translation of those parts of 
it which we prepose to usc, we have not had an opportunity to supply 
the whole text t ccunsel, However, they have bee supplied with 
the German of the parts which we Fropose to use and to offer to 
this Tribunal, 


THE PRESIDENT: Well,ycu intend to do it hereafter, I 


MR. DODD: Yes, we Will, Your Honor, as soon as we can 
get these papers down to that information center. 
THE PRESIDENT: Yes, 
MRe DODD: May I == 
THE PRESIDENT: Yes, 
Re DODD: The next document is rather lengthy, and I wonder 
what the Tribunal's rivaSure is, 
THE PRESIDENT: That clcek is Wronge 
MR. DCDD: Oh, I see, 
Do I understand that I may proceed with that interrogation? 
THE PRESIDENT: Yes, 
MRe DODD: I wish to refer to the Defendant alfred Rosenberg, 


the teich Minister for the Occupied Eastern Territories, as one who 


also collaborated with the Defendant Sauckel; and Specifically, to 


refer to a transcript of an interrogation under oath of the Defendant 
Rosenberg, cn the afternoon of the 6th of October 1945. That record 
may be found about the third 
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from the last of the interrogation records in the document book, and I wish 


to read from page 1l the transcripts: 


"Qe Isn't it a fact that Sauckel would allecate tothe various areas 
under your jurisdiction the number of persons to be obtained fo labor purposes? 
Yese 
And that, thereafter, your agents would obtain that labor in order 
to meet the qucta which had been givens isn't that right? 
Sauckel, normally, had very far-reaching desires, which one couldn't 
fulfil unless one looked very closely into the matter. 
"Qe Never mind about Sauckel's desires being far-reaching or not being 
argjreachinge That has nothing to do with it. You were given quotas for 
the areas over which you had jurisdiction, ar > was up to you to meet that 
quota? 
s the responsibility of the administrative officials 
to receive this quota and to distribute the allotments over the 
such a way, according to number and according to the age groups, so they would 
most reasonably me 


se acninistrative officials were pa of your orgenization, 


were functionaries or officials of the Reichskommissar for 
the Ukraine, but, as such, they were placed in their office by the ilinistry 
~ the Eastern Occupied Territorics.s 

"Qe You recognized, did you not, that the quotas set by Sauckel could 
not be filled by voluntary labor, and you didn't disapprove of the impressment 

forced labor; isn't that right? 

Aa I regretted that the demands of Sauckel were so urgent that they 
could not be met by a continuation of voluntary recruitments, and thus I 
submitted to the necessit £ forecd impressment." 

further down on that 
letters that we have already seen between you and Sauckel did 
not indicate, did they, any disagreements on your part with the principle of 
recruiting labor against their will? They indicate, as I remember, that you 
were opposed to the trvatnent that was later accorded these workers, that 
you did not oppose their initial impressmente" 
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THI PRESIDENT: Mr. Dodd, I think you ought to read the next two answers, 
in fairness to the Defendant Rosenbergs, after the one where he said he 
submitted to the necessity of forced impressment. 

MR. DODD: Very well, I shall read those, your Honor. 

THE PRESIDENT: "Did you ever argue with Sauckel'. 

MRe DODD: Yes. 

"Did you ever argue with Sauckel that perhaps in view of the fact that 
quotas could nct be met by voluntary labor, the labor recruiting program be 
abandoned, except for what recruits could be voluntarily enrolled? 

Ww) I couldn't do that because the numbers or allotments that Sauckel 
had reccivec. from the Fuehrer to me were absolutely binding for him, and I 
couldn't do anything about that." 

And then, referring again tothe question which I had just read, the 
question and the answer at the bottom of the pag that is 16 question which 
I have already read--the answer is as follows 

"That is right. in those matters I mostly discussed the possibility of 
finding the least rsh methods of handling the matter, whereas in no way I 


placed myself in oppositic to the orders that he was carrying
